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MILK CA MIM Mi %’S IMM ITS 


What, a city can (lo towards In­ 
creasing consumption of milk as a 
means of improving health is strik­ 
ingly shown by the results obtained 
through the milk campaign held in 
Greenville, S. C., recently. 
A dietary 
survey of the 2.031 
white 
children 
brought to light Hie fact that only 44 
per cent of them were drinking milk 
daily, and that only 32 per cent were 
using as much uh a pint daily. Forty- 
four per cent were drinking tea and 
coffee dally and 13 per cent got no 
milk at all. 
Among tho 1,203 colored 
children it wax found that <»nly 23 
per cent were receiving milk daily, 
and only l l per cent were getting u h 
much as a pint. 
This campaign which 
W u k initiated 
by the State Hoard of Health of South 
Carolina, is one of the first ever held 
in the south, according to the United 
Slates Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
The < ity council of Greenville, agreed 
to pay all the expenses of tho cam­ 
paign, while the merchants, manufac­ 
turers and civie organisation gave 
the fulled rn operation to the exten­ 
sion forces of (lie dairy division of 
the Upited States Department of Ag­ 
riculture, win? aided in pulling over 
the campaign. 
Tlx* campaign was uui«iue in many 
respects. 
For one thing, every child 
in Iii** public schools and in the mill 
schools 
was 
reached 
directly 
by 
speakers, who were furnished large­ 
ly by the two colleges, and local nur- 
M'S. 
The school work was considered 
especially Important In view of the 
fact that a survey of 3,114 children 
In the Greenville, schools had shown 
I hot 21 per cent of the white children 
mid 14 per cent of the colored chil­ 
dren wert IO per cent or more under 
weight. 
The average of bot Ii was 10.2 
per cent. 
In view of the under nour­ 
ishment prevalent among children it 
was believed that a greater Use of 
milk iii the diet would tend to im­ 
prove this condition.

FEDERAL TAXES 
DUE IN JULY 


Forms for filing returns of special 
taxes upon business and occupations 
are now available at offices of col­ 
lectors of 
internal 
revenue 
and 
branch offices. 
These taxes are due 
July I, and are held by the bureau of 
internal revenue to he delinquent u n ­ 
less paid on or before July 31. 
The 
list includes the tax 
on 
brokers, 
pawnbrokers, museums, theaters, and 
concert halls, circuses, howling al­ 
leys, shooting galleries, riding acad­ 
emies and automobiles operated for 
hire. 
. 


When the tax Is paid a stamp is 
issued by the collector of Internal 
revenue, which the person engaged in 
the business or occupation 
subject 
to the tax is required to post con­ 
spicuously in his place of business. 
Failure in this respect renders the 
offender liable to a penalty equal to 
the special tax, and the cost of the 
prosecution. 
In no case Is the penal­ 
ty less than $10. 


The tax on 
brokers, whose bus­ 
iness it Is to negotiate for others 
purchases or sales of stocks, bonds, 
or merchandise, Is $50 a year. 
If the 
broker is a member of a stock ex­ 
change. produce exchange, board of 
trade or similar organization which 
sells produce or merchandise and the 
average 
valu e during the preceding 
year ended June 30 of a seat or mem­ 
bership in such 
organization 
was 
$2,000 and not more than $5,000 he 
is required to pay an additional tax 
of $100. 
If such value was more than 


$5,OOO hp Is required to pay an a d ­ 
ditional tax of $150. Pawnbrokers arc 
subject to a special tax of $100 a 
year. 
The tax on ship brokers, 
whose 
business It Is to negotiate freights 
and other business for the owners of 
vessels or for consignors or consign­ 
ees of Freight carried by vessels, is 
$50 a year. 
Customshouse brokers, whose busi­ 
ness, as the agent of others, is to 
arran g e en trigs and 
other custom­ 
house papers or to transact business 
at any port of entry relating to the 
importation or exportation of goods 
aud merchandise, nay a ape* Jal tax of 
$50 a year. 
Theaters, museums 
and 
concert 
hails are taxed according to their 
stating capacity, and the population 
of the city or town In which they 
are located. 
Those having a 
seat­ 
ing capacity of not more than two 
hundred and 
fifty are taxed 
$50; 
having a seating capacity of more 
than two hundred and fifty and not
